each company is assigned to mess 
duty* He is in command of the sup- 
plies, the cooks, their assistants, the 
kitchen police (the men assigned to 
the duty of keeping the kitchen clean) 
and also assists in the buying of the 
food. He has one other and a vastly 
important duty: he arranges the daily 
menu. * 
One commissioned officer Is also as- 
signed to mess duty. He is the mess 
officer. 
His duties are to command 
the mess sertreant and to direct the i 
ouving of the foods and supplies. .HB 
is in charge of the financial end of 
the mess. 
He 
muat see that tKfe 
amount of food bought does not ex- 
ceed the amount of money allowed by 
the government ioi- ths feeding of 
men for the month. If possible he 
saves a "mess fund" to supply any of 
the luxuries the men may want, such 
as fruits and cakes. 
APPROVAL SEEDED. 
The menu is turned over by the 
mess sergeant to the mess officer to he 
approved. If the proportions of food 
qualities are not satisfactory, or if 
the menu does not furnish enough 
variety of food for the men, it la 
turned back to the sergeant to be re- 
made. 
If it is satisfactory 
in all 
respects it is approved by the mess 
officer and the company commandei. 
This method makes it necessary for 
the mess sergeant to be something of 
a food expert. 
It also requires the 
mess officer 
to have a familiar ac- 
quaintanceship with food values and 
relations, and also with the likes and 
dislikes of men.
